And What Have You

It was not surprising when we 
picked up our copy of the Andrews 
County News the other day and 
read where Publisher Jam es 
Roberts was giving those “Damn 
Yankees” fits about our present 
energy problem s. His column 
follows: 
The energy shortage in this 
country is summed up rather well 
with three headlines that appeared 
in the newspapers yesterday. 
One headline declared that ten oil 
companies in Texas and Louisiana 
had been accused of withholding 
gas back from the marketplace. 
A second headline noted that a 
Brooklyn judge had declared the 
federal leases for offshore drilling 
in the Atlantic Ocean null and void. 
The third headline quoted the 
head of the EPA as feeling that the 
immediate energy crisis was over. 
We should have known that 
Texas was going to be blamed for 
the shortage one way or another. 
In the report blaming oil com­ 
panies for withholding gas, it was 
admitted that the report was made 
by staffers in the Department of 
Interior. 
The report was developed by a 
six-man investigative team whose 
sources for their findings were 
understood to 
be 
documents 
compiled from public records. One 
source close to the investigative 
team said the team did not visit the 
fields in the Gulf of Mexico and did 
not talk to the companies leasing 
the fields. 
We can’t help but wonder if the 
FPC staffers are now going to 
investigate the federal judge in 
Brooklyn who ruled that the 
Department of Interior did not 
heed environmental law when they 
granted rights for drilling in the 
Atlantic. 
U. S. District Judge Jack B. 
Weinstein rescinded the sale of the 
drilling rights to 39 oil companies 
on the grounds that Thomas 
Kleppe, when he was interior 
secretary, violated the national 
environmental policy act in the 
way he allowed the sale. 
The judge ordered a halt to any 
activity involving off-shore drilling 
in the ocean. 
The interior department had 
leased to the oil companies for $1.1 
billion the right to explore in the 
Baltimore canyon 45 to 90 miles 
offshore in the Atlantic. 
The judge declared the leases 
null and void. Effect of the ruling 
will probably delay any offshore 
development of the Atlantic coast 
for another two or three years. 
It seems to us that Texas and 
Louisiana have gone all out to 
supply the needs of the country to

Rehab Center Offers Major 
Program to Help Young Adults

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A young adult who suffers a 
crippling illness or accident 
needs expert help regardless 
of his ability to pay for it. 
So West Texas Rehab­ 
ilitation Center at 4601 
Hartford in Abilene has a 
major program for young 
adults, and they are a special 
group there as they and 
therapists work to rebuild 
their lives. 
Mike Williams, a young 
machine shop employe in 
Abilene, and Monte Gardner, 
a fisheries research man 
from Clyde, are two of them. 
Williams, 20, feU from a 
rooftop last September and 
broke his right leg above the 
knee. 
“ I was putting up a 
weathervane as a favor for a 
lady 
who 
was 
in 
the 
hospital,” he said. ‘‘I fell off, 
and I joined her in the 
hospital.” 
He has been coming to the 
Center to rebuild his leg and 
work the stiffness from his 
knee since the cast was 
removed seven weeks ago. 
Gardner, 36, a fisheries 
technician for the Texas 
Department of Parks and 
Wildlife, broke both femurs 
or thigh bones in a horse- 
riding accident last Aug. 31. 
“We hit a tree, and the tree 
came out the best,” he said. 
He came to the Center 
December 28 in a wheelchair 
and now is walking with 
crutches 
and 
slowly 
regaining his mobility. 
“Without a place like this, I 
don’t know where I’d be 
today,” he said. “Probably 
still in a wheelchair.” 
Patsi Albert, a young 
married 
woman 
from 
Abilene, and Gary McLane, 
an oil field worker from 
Denver City, are also starting 
their lives over again at the 
Center. 
Mrs. Albert, 23, and her 
husband Paul were moving to 
Abilene 
from 
Orlando, 
Florida, last March IO when 
their pickup truck went out of 
control and smashed up near 
Lake Charles, La. 
She suffered compression 
fractures of her spine and 
was paralyzed completely for 
two days and was in hospitals 
for 50 days in Lake Charles 
and Abilene. 
Doctors told her she had 
only one chance in IOO ever to 
walk again. 


She came to the Rehab 
Center last May and has been 
walking with a cane and back 
brace for the past five weeks. 
“The Rehab Center and 
those people (Hit there are 
just fantastic,” Mrs. Albert 
said. "They will bend over 
backwards to talk to you and 
help you. 
She mentioned her ther­ 
apist, Dolores Poynor, and 
the director of patient ser­ 
vices, Bill Snowden, as in­ 
strumental in her continuing 
recovery. 
McLane, 23, was going 
through an intersection in 
Denver City last Sept. 17 
when the motorcycle and car 
were in collision and he 
suffered almost fatal in­ 
juries. 
He had a broken leg and 
shoulder, a broken finger and 
severe head injuries which 
left him in a coma for 25 days

This legislation will bring 
the farmer and rancher an 
equitable amount of tax 
money based on a real and 
identifiable use of the land 
rather than a speculative use. 
The “agricultural use” of 
lr ad as defined in this bill 
means the raising of livestock 
or the yowing of crops, 
fruits, flowers and other 
products of the soil under 
natural conditions as a 
business venture for profit, 
in which the business is the 
primary occupation and 
source of income for the 
owner. 
An amendment was passed 
cm the House floor which
